On the other hand, the Swarajists in Bengal were defeated by 
one vote on a mntio"n declaring no confidence in the Indian 
Ministers and there are signs of disintegration in the extremists 
camp.

London, March II <Canadlan Brest 
coble)—Fifty years ago last week 
Most Rev. Randall Thomas Davidson, 
Archbishop of Canterbury’, took dea¬ 
con's orders. For thirty-three ye*«rs 
he 7as l©en a blahqp and exnctly 
twenty years ago h©/hH t red upon the 
highest position whlwh the Anglican 
Church offers her priesthood, thnl of 
Archbishop* 

Naturally, in view of his years and 
length of service, rumors frequently 
arise contemplating Archbishop Da¬ 
vidson’s retirement. The onljT veri¬ 
fication for them is that the Arch¬ 
bishop continues working rather 
harder than the majority of his 
mitred brethren. 

Should Archbishop Davidson be un¬ 
able to continue In office by reason 
of ill-hpalth there are several posM- 
blUtiea of extreme Interest In con¬ 
nection with his successor at Laun- 
bitth Palace. Doubtless a good deal 
would depend upon the color of the 
Government at the time, although in 
recent years the Prime Minister# 
have shown a. commendable indiffer¬ 
ence to the political labels of the 
clergy .entitled to high preferment. 

The names of Bishop Templh of 
Manchester. Bishop Burge of Oxford 
and Bishop Kempthorne of Lichfield 
are most often mentioned in connec¬ 
tion with the possible vacancy in the 
Archblshoplc of Canterbury, but 
when the time comes there may be 
others up for consideration.

COURT OF JUSTICE 

CHANGES IN BRITAIN 

London. March If (Canadian Press 
Cable)—A bill of some Importance 
which the present Government haa 
adopted as a legacy from the previ¬ 
ous Ministry deals with the refotm 
of the system of the administration 
of Justice throughout the country. 
The bill, which was re-introduced

The new b||l also proposes to give 
an absolute right to trial by Jury In 
cases of libel, slander, malicious per¬ 
secution. false imprisonment and 
breach of promise, and In other ca ses 
unless, in the opinion of th* Judge, 
th* cause is more fit to be tried with¬

GREECE RECOGNIZES 

SOVIET RUSSIA 

Athena. March 10.—Greece was 
added Saturday to the list of na¬ 
tions that have recognised Soviet 
Russia. The recognition accorded la 
an agreement, is without condition* 
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forced to Hell, and bird-lorera intend to 
take no chances with poaaible purchaser*. 

South Africa is also doing its part to 
guard from extinction the wild life of the 
Empire. There it ia proposed to myke 
the Transvaal (lame Reserve, which was 
established by the Republican Oovern- 
meflt when Transvaal was independent, 
into a national park. Its size was in¬ 
creased to 14,000 square miles by the 
British Government in 1902.

In the establishment 
of game preserves here, particularly that 
at Cowiehan Lake for elk and the distinc¬ 
tive mountain goat, this part of Canada 
is well in the lead of the movement to 
save wild life from being driven off the 
face of the globe by the encroachments of

T IKE the Figaro and othor prominent French 
dailies, the Oaulols has found It Impoaslhle 
to change Its opinions without changing its 
editors.

Three Rivers Numerous wampum belts 
were presented to the Governor, each the occa¬ 
sion of a tong harangue crowded with vivid Im¬ 
agery. Ths Governor replied with many pres¬ 
ents, each one emphasising n (mint which he 
wished to strike home. The Iroquois depertel 
amid great reinicing, and onfce more the BtiR 
of fur-laden Huron canoes swept down ths 
Ottawa. Dut Montmagny made the mistake of 
trusting the treacherous Iroquois Relying on 
the treaty, he withdfew the small French gar¬ 
rison from the Huron country by Lake Slmcoe. 
and also dismantled the fort which ta# had built 
at the mouth of ths Richelieu River. Within ihe, 
year ths Iroquois were once more on the war- 
path against the Huron*, and the attacks were 
not to cen»e until the Huron nation had bwn 
destroyed three year* later In 1040. 

Montmagny Is memorable in several connec¬ 
tions. His name in English Great Mountain, In 
the Indian language Onontio. became the wil¬ 
derness designation for all succeeding gover¬ 
nors ^of New France.. In bis lima, too. ths mis¬ 
sionary outpost of Montreal was found'd, 
thought hs was opposed to this expansion when 
the position of the colony was so precarious. 
To him was presented In June of 1047 by ths col¬ 
onists the first horse in ths valley of ths Rt. 
Lawrence Urtder his direction the first ade¬ 
quate building of the Chateau 8t. Louis rose 
on the Rock of Quebec, and over the gate he 
had carved his insignia, the cross of tl)e Order 
of Rt. John of Malta, with ths date 1047. That 
stone exists to-day, built Into the wall above 
the outer doorway of the Chateau Frontenac, 
the great Canadian Pacific Railway hotel on 
the site of the Chateau St. Louis. 

,!n 1040 Montmagny waa recalled. His ad¬ 
ministration. though not dtterly a failure, had 
not greatly advanced the growth or the aofsty 
of the colony. He left a legacy of ploua -*r*- 
cedent which was almost an annoyance to hia 
successors for many a year to come.

Zinnias, single 
and double (some of the newer type# 
of Zinnia* are wonderfully beautiful 
and large): Dlmorphotheca Auranti- 
ica. orange; and Gills Ochllleaefolla, 
royal blue. 

A few of the above are uncommon, 
but anyone who lovee flower* w#nt#y 
to have some uncommon one#. ’Tar 
old writer In the year 1141 said.
